Whatever steps can be taken yet to reach 
an amicable settlement, short of a stoppage 
of work, should be tried. A strike pushed 
to its limit, with 32,000 unemployed men in 
one industry, would benefit none, Even a 
passing acquaintance with British Colum- 
bia exports would reveal that marketing 
opportunities ‘have changed greatly in the 
last six months. If tie-ups are to come on 
top of that from any cause it could leave 
a sick industry in place of the dominant 
one that is there today. Stopping work 
seldom cures anything 


Irrigation Needs Water in Quantities 


ATER for the irrigation of Saanich 
farm lands is once more to the front 
Provincial water and land-use en- 

Rineers are conducting a study of the 


possibility of irrigation for the peninsula, 
together ‘with data on soil surveys and the 
like. The farmers on the one hand ask for 
the irrigation, and the Government on the 
other is inviting them to establish their own 
irrigation district and make their: own 
levies for that, as is done elsewhere in, the 
province * \ 
No irrigation scheme for Saanich, how- 
ever, will be worth the paper it is, written 
on until engineers have established a prac- 
tical means of getting sufficient water to 
the peninsula at costs that can be borne by 
the users, notably those on the land. So far 
there have been many plans and much dis 


cussion, but the central problem emerges. 
Where is the water to come-from? Can it 
be piped to the spot? What will be the costs 
of that, and who will carry them? 

Looking at it from a broad standpoint, 
the result of effective irrigation would 
repay a substantial outlay on capital works. 
If the, peninsula cannot afford to install 
these works, however, all of the schemes 
will remain upon paper unless the Govern- 
ment can help. There is plenty of-precedent 
for Provincial assistance with the initiation 
of new water districts, and Saanich is cer- 
tainly the longest neglected part of British 
Columbia in that respect. A little give and 
take all round should advance this issue 
from the problem stage, and bring it to the 
point where the first step’ can be taken— 
that is to get the water with which to 
irrigate 


Secession Plebiscite Would Clear Saanich Air 


HE Ward Six-Saanich Council wrangle 
over fire protection in the outlying 
districts of the municipality empha- 
sizes anew that Saanich is compounded of 
conflicting interests. What suits the inner 
urban wards never seems to suit the outer 
rural wards, Even if Saanich Fire Depart- 
ment were given all the equipment its fire 
chief considers advisable it is unlikely that 
would end the controversy. The area of 
the municipality is too large~and diysfse 
for the present administrative setup. 
Obviously some of Ward Six’s predica 
ment is of its own making. Ratepayers 
there have consistently refused to endorse 
by-laws which would have provided more 
water, and therefore more fire «protection 
This stand has apparently been taker 
because of the movement for secession, and 


a consequent yeluctance to build up in the 
form of bonded debt obstacles to the realiza- 
tion of that ambition. Cake cannot be eaten 
and yet retained, and the application of this 
truth has resulted in the current unsatis- 
factory position in Saanich, 

- It seems clear that the way out of the 
dilemma is for the Provincial Cabinet to 
rule on the secession petition before it 
without further delay, perhaps through the 
medium of.a plebiscite which would express 
“the views of all Ward Six ratepayers beyond 
question. Once the secession issue ‘was 
settled Saanich might then go ahead, either 
in unity or along two clearly defined paths, 
.So that.fire protection and other vexatious 
matters could be more effectively dealt with 
Until this all-important subject is decided 
upon a recurring stalemate will crimp the 
proper development of the municipality

Germany in Postwar

N his book “Assault Withoul Arms” 

General Erskine painted a 
vivid picture of the futility of the 
occupation of the Rhineland in his 
day. And so today it must be consid- 
ered how much more futile to ,the 
occupier, and beneficial to the occu- 
pied, has this more recent era proved 
It must not be forgotten that “unlike 
occupation in the ‘twenties, \ Allied 
control has in this instancé~ been 
on avast scale, but it has also been 
very much divided within itself 

This lack of harmony eventually 
/rought about the collapse of Four- 
Power control in Berlin itself, and 
resulted in complete division of the 
East from the West zones, each with 
its own currency and trade problems 
The airlift could not be discontinued 
for the loss of face pretext on the one 
hand, and the necessity of supplying 
the necessaries of life to thousands 
of control and occupation officials and 
their families (whose usefulness was 
questionable with the collapse of cen- 
tral control) on the other; grew to 
such gigantic proportions and became 
such a financial burden to the German 
people in the form of taxation that a 
ery of halt was made, before the whole 
financial structure of the new Germaf 
economy was destroyed 

Can the world wonder that the 
German politicians during their recent 
campaign were exasperatingly critical 
of the Allied occupation authorities’ 
policies, and expounded a platform 
of “down with the occupation costs 
and oust the occupiers.” It did not 
need a Gestapo this time to goad the 
people into voting the right way; even 
in the face of a Red bogey occupying 
practically half their country, the path 
was clear and in a general wave of 
enthusiasm for German national 
unity, as only they as a race are 
capable of, they supported Adenauer 
and his platform of “Let us rid our- 
selves of the occupation forces.”

So Germany today, even under Four 
Power control and occupation, has 
within four years under Allied guid- 
ance and help, risen from the grave 
From a position of utter dejection and 
despair she has in that short space of 
time become a nation that has held 
the spotlight in the weird kaleidoscope 
of European politics for more than a 
year, and js rapidly regaining her 
place as the leading industrial and 
political power in Cenffal Europe 

No person who did not ser Germany 
in her grave in May, 1945, can visual- 
ize what this enormous effort at re- 
construction can mean to the future 
economy of Europe. Nor can the in- 
domitable courage and the unbreak 
able spirit of this race to rise again 
in the face of such adversity be appre- 
clated.. What is clear to the world 
today \s'which way her Jeaders intend 
to swing the political pendulum after 
four years of concerted e#ffort on the 


very 


part of the Western Allies to re-edu- 
cate and attempt to mount this 
strongly nationalistic race on the 
Democratic merry-go-round 

This attempt to bring Ge 
the orbit of the deme cies has to 
date cost an enormous sum and a vas! 
amount of time and effort on the part 
of individua! countries and their rep- 
resentative bodies in Germany, but 
people answered: wi a vole in favor 
of nationalism ar democracy 
While her people have been re-edu 
cated to a new way of life after 13 
years of Nazi dic 
economy has been re-es 
unbelievable degree, the 
that the Allies have not occupied Ger- 
many for that country’s benefit, but 
for their own 

Irrespective of the frightful finar- 
cial burden that has been borne by 
the taxpayers of the countries exer- 
clsing control over the German corpse, 
the world has learned little if anything 
of the same burden that has fallen 
on the German people While the 
pros and cons of this point are open 
to individual argume the fact re- 
mains that during the drafting of {he 
Basic Law c titution at Bonn early 
this year, que ns affecting the fi- 
nances of the country were the source 
of considerable delaying tactics on the 
part of the German ministers in their 
acceptance of that constitution, and as 
has been seen, formed a veryimport- 
ant part of the platform of the vic- 
torious party in the federa) elections. 

From the detailed civil aaministra- 
tion of the people to the overall eco- 
nomic and industrial recovery, con- 
trols have been and are still being 
exercised and their effects felt. But 
where in 1945 the burden of control 
law enforcement was being borne by a 
huge army of not too efficient Allied 
administrators, today the majority of 
all such administration. is once again 
the responsibility of German officials 
with a skeleton staff.of Allied super- 
visory officials whose powers become 
more and more limited with the ever- 
increasing German legislation on the 
one hand and passive resistance on
